Summons Follows Con-

United States Attorney Harry 
Richards has been summoned to 
Washington for questioning by 
his superiors in the Department 
of Justice about progress of the 
labor racketeering investigation 
here, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

The summons followed a con- 
ference in Washington over the 
weekend attended by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore, the foremen of the two 
current federal grand juries and 
high officials of the Department 
of Justice, it was learned at the 
department in Washington. 


Details of what occurred at | 


the conference were not re- 
vealed, but it was reported that 
Judge Moore and the foremen 
are still dissatisfied with the 
manner in which the inquiry is 
being conducted despite a re- 
vival of investigative activity in 
November. 

Richards told reporters before 
he left that he had been called 
in for a conference by the De- 
partment of Justice. He said he 
did not know the reason. 

Comment Withheld. 

Judge Moore and Austin P. 
Leland, foreman of a grand jury 
which will complete an extend- 
ed 18-month term of service on 
Friday, refused to comment 
when asked about the Washing- 
ton conference. 

Leland said he had been in 
Washington recently on “busi- 
ness of my own.” He declined 
to say what his business was 
and said he thought discussion 
of the matter would im- 
proper since he still was on the 
grand jury. 


Leland and Elmer C. Carlisle, | 
foreman of the jury impaneled 
last July, took matters into their | 
own hands in November when | 


Richards was slow in acting, out- 
lining their own methods of pro- 
eedure and handing lists of pro- 
posed witnesses to the district 
attorney. 

Expressed Disappointment. 

Earlier, in a grand jury charge, 
Judge Moore had expressed dis- 
appointment because no advance 
had been made in the investiga- 
tion in August, September and 
October, and the foremen had 
written letters to Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbe t Brownell Jr., in- 
forming him of the lack of 
progress. 

Leland wrote that members of 
his jury were feeling “quite let 
down at the way our intensive 
investigation of last spring and 
summer has fizzled out.” 

Fifteen AFL leaders had been 
indicted before Richards took 
office, succeeding interim United 
States Attorney William W. 
Crowdus who had taken charge 
of the labor racket inquiry in 
April. Since the November re- 
vival, one additional labor boss 
was indicted. He is Leo F. Havey, 
business representative of Local 
No. 1, AFL Bricklayers’ Union. 

The term of the Leland grand 
funy was extended by Judge 
Moore an additional six months 
in July after it reported it had 
only “scratched the surface” in 
its investigation of labor rack- 
eteerng. 

The Department of Justice 
authorized Richards to hire two 
additional special assistants 
after Judge Moore and the fore- 
men appealed to Washington for 
help. One has been named. He 
is William K. Stanard II, who 
has assumed direction of the 
grand jury inquiry. 

The Leland grand jury is 
scheduled to meet tomorrow, 
Wednesday and Thursday before 
making a final report and being 
discharged. Richards said he

Unanimous Supreme 
Court Ruling Does 
Not Hold Censorship

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP) 
— The Supreme Court today 
unanimously struck down the 
censorship of two controversial 
movies, but stopped short of a 
ruling that film censorship as 
such is invalid. 

Justices Douglas and Black 

took the view in a concurring 
opinion that the constitutional 
guarantees of freedom of speech 
and the press bar movie censors, 
but the other seven justices re- 
fused to go that far. 
Thus the court confined. its 
‘ruling to the position that New 
/York and Ohio improperly re- 
fused to permit the showing of 
the two pictures in question. 

New York had forbidden the 
showing of the French film,‘‘La 
Ronde,” and Ohio censors had 
banned the crime movie “‘M.” 

New York’s censors called 
“La Ronde” immoral. Ohio said 
“M” was harmful to the public. 

The cases were carried to the 
highest tribunal.in the conten- 
tion that any censorship of 
movies violates the constitutional 
guarantees of free speech and 

ress. 

State Courts Reversed. 
| The high court announced its

He did not 
specify what illnesses and dis- 
abilities would be covered. 

Could Retire $25,000,000. 

He explained that the original 
$25,000,000 advanced as capital 
could be retired from re-insur- 
ance fees from the participating 
|organizations. Presumably this 
| financing would be similar to the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration’s protection of bank de- 
posits up to $10,000. 

Rejecting the “socialization of 
medicine.” the President said: 
| “The Government need not 
‘and should not go into the in- 
surance business to furnish the

Two Key Problems. 

“Two key problems in the field 
of health today,” he said, “are 
the distribution of medical facil- 
ities and the cost of medical 
care.” In urging the middle way, 
he remarked that care and fore- 
sight were needed in any action, 

“Freedom, consent and indi- 
vidual responsibility,” he said, 
“are fundamental to our system, 
In the field of medical care, this 
means the traditional relation- 
ship of the physician and his pa- 
tient, and the right of an indi- 
vidual to elect freely the man- 
ner of his care in illness, must 
be preserved.” 

He informed Congress that the 
total private medical bill of the 
nation now exceeds nine billion 
dollars a year, or an average of 
nearly $200 a family, and that’ 
the cost is rising. 

“Major, long-term illness,” he 
continued, “can become a finan- 
cial catastrophe for a normal 
American family. Ten per cent 
of American families are spend- 
ing more than $500 a year for 
medical care. Of our people ree 
porting incomes under $3000, 
about 6 per cent spent almost a

BERLIN, Jan. 18 (AP)—Ex- 
perts for the Big Four set to 
work today to plan security and 
other details of the Berlin for- 
eign ministers conference. A 
compromise last night on sites 
for the session assured that the 
parley will open on schedule 
mext Monday. 

The American, British, French 
and Russian commandants of the 
divided city appointed deputies 
to meet late today to work out 
detailed arrangements for the 
conference on German unity and 
the Austrian peace treaty. 

Orders from their home gov- 
ernments ended 10 days of 
wrangling over the conference 
site. The three Western mili- 
tary chiefs and Soviet com- 
mandant Sergei Dengin agreed 
last night that the ministers will 
meet the first week in the Allied 
Control Authority building in 
West Berlin, the second week at 
the Russian Embassy on Unter 
den Linden in East Berlin, and 
the third week back at A.C.A. 

Thereafter, a communique 
said, “the place of meetings 
will depend upon the course of 
the conference.” 

First Demands Modified. 

The Russians at first had de- 
manded that half the meetings, 
including the opening session, 
be held in East Berlin. The West 
sought at first to hold only one- 
fourth of the meetings in the 


st. 

“Let the Russians have a tiny 
triumph if that is what they 
regard it to be,” one Allied 
spokesman said. “We believe 
that the main point is to get 

-ground the table on Germany 
and Austria and see if some 
international agreement can be 
found.” 

Representatives of the four 
nations now will determine the 
makeup of the conference secre- 
tariat, arrange for communica- 
tions and security, and decide 
on policies for handling the 
1000 or so men and women of 
the international press corps 
‘about to descend on the city.

Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov is ex-

Moscow had asked for the 
Berlin site for the — after 
rejecting Western proposals to 
meet last November in Lugano, 
Switzerland. 

As the wrangle over the site 
cleared up, Communist East 
Germany cranked up a press 
campaign which undoubtedly 
had Moscow’s approval. The Red 
press contended more than 5,- 
000,000 Germans had signed a 
petition demanding all-German 
representation at some point in 
the deliberations. 

The Kremlin pledged itself 
yesterday to work at Berlin for 
the “earliest possible settlement” 
of the long-delayed Austrian in- 
dependence treaty. The Soviet 
news agency Tass said the prom- 
ise was made in a note deliv- 
ered to Austria’s embassy in 
Moscow. 

The note, which replied to an 
Austrian plea for prompt action 
made on Jan. 5, blamed the 
West for the delay in concluding 
the treaty. The West in turn 
blames the Russians. 

The Western powers already 
had announced they were agree- 
able to the Austrian request.

BELGRADE, Jan. 18 (AP)— 
The Communist party’s central 
committee has expelled Vice 
President Milovan Dijilas from 
its ranks after hearing President 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz de- 
nounce his top assistant. Tito 
said Diilas attempted to “liqui- 


date” the Communist party in 
Yugoslavia and sought to adopt 
the capitalistic system. 

Immeditely after the 100-mem- 
ber committee, meeting yester- 
day in extraordinary session, 
issued 
firing him, Djilas resigned as 
chairman of the Yugoslav parlia- 
ment, 

He also repented his actions, 
confessing that his attitude had 
been wrong. He denied that he 
opposed Tito and his policies 
and swore he still was a “true 
Marxist.” 

The committee gave Diilas a 
stern “final warning” to alter 
his views.

Russell joined Senator Sym- 
ington (Dem.), Missouri, last 
year in criticizing Eisenhower's 
five billion dollar cutback in 
Air Force fund requests, a move 
on which the two Senators said 
the President evidently had re- 
versed himself. 

Senator George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, said he is going to support 
the President’s military pro- 
gram “because it is one the 
country can live with finan- 
cially.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—The 
Senate Labor Committte voted 
unanimously today to approve 
the nomination of James P. 
Mitchell as Secretary of Labor. 

Similar action was taken on 
the nominations of Samuel M. 
Brownell, nominated to be Com- 
missioner of Education, and 
Mrs. Alice K. Leopold, nomi- 
nated to be Director of the 
Women’s Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

With the understanding that 
he would be the Administra- 
tion’s first witness a week from 
today when the Labor Commit- 
tee opens two weeks of hearings 
on revision of the Taft-Hartley 
law, Mitchell was not asked to 
express himself at length on 
that subject. a 

Calls Law Sound. 

He did say that he regarded 
the law as basically sound, but 
in need of constructive amend- 
ment. 

In response to a question from 
Senator James E. Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, Mitchell said 
he was on public record, long 
before his nomination to be Sec- 
retary of Labor, as in sympathy 
with the efforts of organized 
labor to obtain legislatiqn recog- 
nizing the right to collective 
bargaining. 

Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, reminded Mitch- 
ell that there had been some op- 
position to the basic staute which 
established the Department of 
Labor in that it defines its func- 
tion as promoting and fostering 
the welfare of a special class of 
persons, wage earners. Douglas 
asked if Mitchell would favor 
redefining that function. Mitchell 
said promptly and firmly that he 
would not be jn favor of doing 
that. 

Questioned About Funds. 

Douglas said he knew it had 
been the feeling of Mitchell’s 
predecessor, Martin P. Durkin, 
that the Labor Department did 
not have enough money to func- 
tion as it should. 

“If Congress will appropriate 
the funds that will be requested 
this year,” Mitchell said, “I will 
consider that the funds will be 
adequate.” He said the budget 
request will represent an in- 
crease over what was appro- 
priated last year.

He out- 
lined a national plan whereby

years. 

“There are now,” he said, 
“2,000,000 disabled persons who 
eould be rehabilitated and thus 
returned to productive work. 
Under the present rehabilitation 
program only 60,000 of these dis- 
abled individuals are returned 
each year to full and productive 
lives. Meanwhile, 250,000 of our 
people are annually disabled. 
Therefore, we are losing ground 
at a distressing rate. The num- 
ber of disabled who enter pro- 
ductive employment each year 
ean be increased if the facili- 
ties, personnel and financial sup- 
port for their rehabilitation are 
made adequate to the need. 

“We should provide for a pro- 

ssive expansion of our re- 
abilitation resources, and we 
should act now so that a sound 
foundation may be established 
fin 1955. My forthcoming budget 
message will reflect this ob- 
jective. Our goal in 1955 is to 
restore 70,000 disabled persons 
to productive lives. This is an in- 
crease of 10,000 over the num- 
ber rehabilitated in 1953. Our 
goal for 1956 should be 100,000 
rehabilitated persons, or 40,000 

rsons more than those re- 
tored in 1953. In 1956, also, the 
states should begin to contribute 
from their own funds to the cost 
of rehabilitating these addition- 
al persons. By 1959, with gradu- 
ally increasing state participa- 
tion to the point of equal shar- 
ing with the federal government, 
we should reach the goal of 
200, rehabilitated persons 
. each year.” 


Greater U.S. Aid Needed.

“The most widely purchased 
type of health insurance, which 
is hospitalization insurance, al- 
ready meets approximately 40 
per. cent of all private expendi- 
tures for hospital care. 

“This progress indicates that 
these voluntary organizations can 
reach many more people and 
provide better and broader ben- 
efits, They should be encour- 
aged and helped to do so.” 

Much to Be Done. 

The President began his mes- 
sage by stating that although 
there had been rapid progress 
toward better national health, 
“much remains to be done.” To 
document this, he said: 

“Approximately 224,000 of our 
people died of cancer last year. 
This means that cancer will 
claim the lives of 25,000,000 of 
our 160,000,000 people unless 
the present cancer mortaliy rate 
is lowered

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Text of Eisenhower’s Health Message 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP), 
Following is the text of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's health mes- 
sage to Congress today: 
SUBMIT herewith for the 
consideration of Congress rec- 
ommendations to improve the 
health of the American people. 
Among the concerns of our 
overnment for the human prob- 
ms of our citizens, the subject 
of health ranks high. For only 
as our citizens enjoy good physi- 
eal and mental health can they 
win for themselves the satis- 
factions of a fully productive, 
useful life. 


THE HEALTH PROBLEM. 

The ‘progress of our people 
toward better health has been 
rapid. Fifty years ago their 
average life oan was 49 years; 
today it is 68 years. In 1900 
there were 676 deaths from in- 
fectious diseases. for every 100,- 
000 of our poor now there are 
66. Between 1916 and 1950, ma- 
ternal deaths per 100,000 live 
births dropped from 622 to 83. 
In 1916, 10 per cent of the ba- 
bies born in this country died 
before their first birthday; to- 
day less than 3 per cent die in 
their first year. 

This rapid progress toward 
better health has been the result 
of many particular efforts, and 
of one general effort. The gen- 
eral effort is the partnership 
and teamwork of private physi- 
cians and dentists and of those 
engaged in public health, with 
research scientists, sanitary en- 
gineers, the nursing profession 
and the many auxiliary profes- 
sions related to health protec- 
tion and care in illness. To all 
these dedicated people, America 
owes most of its recent progress 
toward better health. 

Yet, much remains to be 
done. Approximately 224,000 
of our people died of cancer 
last year. This means that 
cancer will claim the lives of 
25,000,000 of our 160,000,000 
people unless the present can- 
cer mortality rate is lowered. 
Diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels alone now take 
over 817,000 lives annually. 
Over 7,000,000 Americans are 
estimated to suffer from ar- 
thritis and rheumatic diseases. 
Twenty-two thousand iose 
their sight each year. Diabetes 
anually adds 100,000 to its 
roll of sufferers. Two million 
of our fellow citizens now 
handicapped by physical dis- 
abilities could be, but are not, 
rehabilitated to lead full and 
productive lives. Ten million 
among our people will at some 
time in their lives be hospi- 
talized with mental illness. 

There exist in our nation the 
knowledge and skill to reduce 
these figures, to give us all still 
greater health protection and 
still longer life. But this knowl- 
edge and skill are not always 
available to all our people where 
and when they are needed. Two 
of the key problems in the field 
of health today are the distribu- 
tion of medical facilities and 
the costs of medical care. 

Not all Americans can en- 
joy the best in medical care 
—because not always are the 
requisite facilities and profes- 
sional personnel so distributed 
as to be available to them, 
particularly in our poorer 
communities and rural sec- 
tions. There are, for example, 
159 practicing physicians for 
every 100,000 of the civilian 
population in the northeast 
United States. This is to be 
contrasted with 126 physicians 
in the West, 116 in the north 
central area, and 92 in the 
South. There are, for another 
example, only four or five 
hospital beds for each 1000 
people in some states, as com- 
pared with 10 or 11 in others. 

Even where the best in med- 
ical care is available, its costs 
are often a serious burden. 
Major, long-term illness can be- 
come a financial catastrophe for 
a normal American family. Ten 
per cent of American families 
are spending today more than 
$500 a year for medical care. 
Of our people reporting incomes 
under $3000, about 6 per cent 
spend almost a fifth of their 
gross income for medical and 
dental care. The total private 
medical bill of the nation now 
exceeds nine billion dollars a 
year—an average of nearly $200 
a family—and it is rising. This 
illustrates the seriousness of the 
problem of medical costs. 

We must, therefore, take 
further action on the problems 
of distribution of medical facil- 
ities and the costs of medical 
care, but we must be careful and 
far-sighted in the action that we 
take. Freedom, consent, and in- 
dividual responsibility are fun- 
damental to our system. In the 
field of medical care, this means 
that the traditional relationship 


of the physician and his patient, 


and the right of the individual to 
elect freely the manner of his 
care in illmess, must be pre- 
served.

Health Service, for example, has 
had a conspicuous share in the 
revention of disease through 
ts efforts to contro] health haz- 
ards on the farm, in industry 
and in the home. Thirty years 
ago, the Public Health Service 
first recommended a standard 
milk sanitation ordinance; by 
last year this ordinance had 
been voluntarily adopted by 
1558 municipalities with a total 
population of 70,000,000 people. 
Almost 20 years ago the Public 
Health Service first recom- 
mended restaurant sanitation or- 
dinances; today 685 municipali- 
ties and 347 counties, with a 
total population of 90,000,000 
people, have such ordinances. 
The purification of drinking 
water and the pasteurization of 
milk have prevented countless 
epidemics and saved thousands 
of lives. These and similar field 
projects of the Public Health 
Service, such as technical as- 
sistance to the states, and in- 
dustrial hygiene work, have 
great public value and should 
be maintained. 

In addition, the Public Health 
Service should be ~strength- 
ened in its research activities. 
Through its national institutes 
of health, it maintains a steady 
attack against cancer, mental 
illness, heart diseases, dental 
problems, arthritis and meta- 
bolic diseases, blindness, and 
problems in microbiology and 
neurology. The new sanitary 
engineering laboratory at Cin- 
cinnati, to be dedicated in April, 
will make possible a vigorous 
attack on health problems asso- 
ciated with the rapid techno- 
logical advances in industry and 
agriculture. In such direct re- 
search programs and in Public 
Health Service research grants 
to state and local governments 
and to private research institu- 
tions lies the hope of solving 
many of today’s perplexing 
health problems. 

The activities of the Children’s 
Bureau and its assistance to the 
states for maternal and child 
health services are also of vital 
importance. The programs for 
children with such crippling 
diseases as epilepsy, cerebral 
palsy, congenital heart disease, 
and rheumatic fever should re- 
ceive continued support. 


MEETING THE COST OF 
MEDICAL CARE. 

The best way for most of our 
people to provide themselves 
the resources to obtain good 
medical care is to participate in 
voluntary health insurance 
plans. During the past decade, 
private and non-profit health 
insurance organizations have 
made striking progress in offer- 
ing such plans. The most widely 
purchased type of health insur- 
ance, which is hospitalization in- 
Surance already meets approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of all private 
expenditures for hospital care. 
This progress indicates that 
these voluntary organizations 
can reach many more people and 
provide better and broader bene- 
fits. They should be encouraged 
and helped to do so. 

Better health insurance pro- 
tection for more people can 
be provided. 

The Government need not and 
should not go into the insurance 
business to furnish the protec- 
tion which private and non- 
profit organizations do not now 
provide. But the Government 
can and should work with them 
to study and devise better in- 
Surance protection to meet the 
public need. 

I recommend the establish- 
ment of a limited federal] in- 
surance service to encourage 
private and non-profit health 
insurance organizations to of- 
fer broader health protec- 
tion to more families. This 
service would reinsure the 
special additional risks in 
volved in such broader pro- 
tection. It can be launched 
with a capital fund of $25,-. 
000,000 provided by the Gov- 
ernment, to be retired from 
- reinsurance fees. 


NEW GRANT-IN-AID 
APPROACH. 
My message on the State of 
the Union and my special mes- 
sage of Jan. 14 pointed out that’ 
federal grants-in-aid have hith- 
erto observed no uniform pat- 
tern. Response has been made 
first to one and then to another 
broad national need. In each 


of the grant-in-aid programs, 
including those dealing with 
health, child welfare and re- 
habilitation of the disabled. a 
wide variety of complicated 
matching formulas have been 
used. Categorical grants have 
restricted funds to specified 
purposes so that states often 
have too much money for some 
programs and not enough for 
others. 

This patchwork of complex 
formulas and _ categorical 
grants should be simplified 
and improved. I propose a 
simplified formula for all of 
these basic grant-in-aid pro- 
grams which applies a new 
concept of federal participa- 
tion in state programs. This 
formula permits the states to 
use greater initiative and take 
more responsibility in the ad- 
ministration of the programs, 
It makes federal assistance 
more responsive to the needs 
of the states and their citi- 
zens. 

Under it, federal support of 
these grant-in-aid programs is 
based on.three general criteria: 

First, the states are aided 
in inverse proportion to their 
financial capacity. By relating 
federal financial support to 
the degree of need, we are 
applying the proven and 

sound formula adopted by the 
Congress in the hospital sur- 
vey and construction act. 

Second, the states are also 
helped, in proportion to their 
population, to extend and im- 
prove the health and welfare 
services provided by the

Therefore, we are losing ground 
at a distressing rate. The num- 
ber of disabled who enter pro- 
ductive employment each year 
can be increased if the facilities, 
personnel and financial support 
for their rehabilitation are 
made adequate to the need.

Considerations of both hu- 
manity and national self-inter- 
est demand that steps be taken 
now to improve this situation. 
Today, for example, we are 
spending three times as much 
in public assistance to care for 
non-productive disabled people 
as it would cost to make them 
self-sufficient and  tax-paying 
members of their communities. 
Rehabilitated persons aS a 
group pay back in federal in- 
come taxes many times the cost 
of their rehabilitation. 

There are no statistics to por- 
tray the full depth and mean- 
ing in human terms of the re- 
habilitation program, but clear- 
ly it is a program that builds a 
stronger America. 

We should provide for a 
progressive expansion of our 
rehabilitation resources, and 
we should act now so that a 
sound foundation may be es- 
tablished in 1955. My forth- 
coming budget message will 
reflect this objective. Our 
goal in 1955 is to restore 70,- 
000 disabled persons to pro- 
ductive lives. This is an in- 
crease of 10,000 over the 
number rehabilitated in 1953. 
Our goal for 1956 should be 
100,000 rehabilitated persons, 
or 40,000 persons more than 
those restored in 1953. .In 
1956, also, the states should 
begin to contribute from 
their own funds to the cost 
of rehabilitating these addi- 
tional persons. By 1959, with 
gradually increasing state 
participation to the point of 
equal sharing with the Fed- 
eral Government, we should 
reach the goal of 200,000 re- 
habilitated persons each year. 


In order to achieve this goal 
we must extend greater assist- 
ance to the states. We should do 
so, however, in a way which will 
equitably and gradually trans- 
fer increasing responsibility to 
the states. A program of grants 
should be undertaken to pro- 
vide, under state auspices, spe- 
cialized training for the pro- 
fessional personnel necessary to 
carry out the expanded pro- 
gram and to foster that research 
which will advance our knowl- 
edge of the ways of overcoming 
handicapping conditions. We 
should also provide, under state 
auspices, clinical facilities for 
rehabilitative services in hos- 
pitals and other appropriate 
treatment centers. In addition, 
we should encourage state and 
local initiative in the develop- 
ment of community rehabilita- 
tion centers and special work- 
shops for the disabled. 

With such a program the na- 
tion could during the next five 
years return a total of 660,000 
of our disabled people to places 
of full responsibility as actively 
working citizens. 


CONSTRUCTION OF MEDICAL 
CARE FACILITIES 

The modern hospital—in car- 
ing for the sick, in research, and 
in professional educational pro- 
grams—is indispensable to good 
medical care. New hospital con- 
struction continues to lag behind 
the need. The total number of 
acceptable beds in this nation 
in all categories of non-federal 
hospital services is now about 
1,060,000. Based on studies con- 
ducted by state hospital authori- 
ties, the need for additional hos- 
pital beds of all types—chronic 
disease, mental, tuberculosis, as 
well as general—is conserva- 
tively estimated at more than 
A program of matching state 
and local tax funds and private 
funds in the construction of both 
public and voluntary non-profit 
hospitals where these are most 
needed is therefore essential. 

Since 1946, nearly $600,000,- 
000 in federal funds have been 


matched by over $1,250,000,000 
of state and local funds. Projects 
already completed or under con- 
struction on Dec. $1, 1953, will 
add to our national resources 
106,000 hospital beds and 464 
public health centers. The larg- 
est proportion of federal funds 
has been and is being spent in 
low-income and rural areas 
where the need for hospital 
beds is greatest and where the 
local means for providing them 
are smallest. This federally stim- 
ulated accomplishment has 
no means retarded the building 
of hospitals without federal aid.

cer, arthritis, and heart dis- 
ease. Inadequacy of facilities and 
services to cope with such ill- 
nesses is disturbing. Moreover, if 
there were more nursing. and 
rsons to full and productive ;convalescent-home facilities, beds 
in general hospitals would be re- 


leased for the care of the 
acutely ill. This would also help 
to relieve some of the serious 
problems created by the present 


short supply of trained nurses. 


Physical rehabilitation serv- 
ices for our disabled people can 
best be given in hospitals or 


other facilities especially 


equipped for the purpose. Many 
thousands of people remain dis- 
abled today because of the lack 
of such facilities and services. 


Many illnesses, to be sure, 
can be cared for outside of any 
institution. For such illnesses a 
far less costly approach to good 
medical care than hospitalization 
would be to provide diagnostic 
and treatment facilities for the 
ambulatory patient. The provi- 
sion of such facilities, particu- 
larly in rural areas and small, 
isolated communities, will at- 
tract physicians to the sparsely 
settled sections where they are 
urgently needed. 


I recommend, therefore, that 
the hospital survey and  con- 
struction act be amended as 
necessary to authorize the sev- 
eral types of urgently needed 
medical care facilities which I 
have described. They will be 
less costly to build than general 
hospitals and will lessen the 
burden on them. 


I present four proposals to ex- 
pand or extend the present pro- 
gram: 

1. Added assistance in the 
construction of non-profit hos- 
pitals for the care of the 
chronically ill. These would 
be a type more economical to 
build and operate than general 
hospitals. 


2. Assistance in the con- 
struction of non-profit medi- 
cally supervised nursing and 
convalescent homes. 


3. Assistance in the con- 
struction of non-profit reha- 
a facilities for the dis- 
abled. 


4. Assistance in the con- 
struction of non-profit diag- 
nostic or treatment centers for 
ambulatory patients. 


Finally, I recommend that 
in order to provide a sound 
basis for federal assistance in 
such an expanded program, spe- 
cial funds be made available to 
the states to help pay for sur- 
veys of their needs. This is the 
procedure that the Congress 
wisely required in connection 
with federal assistance in the 
construction of hospitals under 
the original act. We should also 
continue to observe the princi- 
ple of state and local determina- 
tion of their needs without fed- 
eral interference. 

These recommendations are 
needed forward steps in the 
development of a sound pro- 
gram for improving the health 
of our people. Ne nation and 
no administration can ever 
afford to be complacent about 
the health of its citizens.

Electronic Brain With Low 1.0. | 
Developed to Do Routine Work 


‘Dopie’ to Take Over Drudgery Jobs That 
Are Too Simple for Most 
Huge Computers. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18 (UP)— 
An electronic brain with the in- 
dustrial 1.Q. of a “high-grade 
moron” has been developed to 
do routine factory work too sim- 
ple for “genius” computers. 


The machine's official name 
is “digital angular position en- 


coder,” but the engineers who 
developed it are calling it 
“dopie.” 


te 

Physicist G. M. Giannini of 
Pasadena, Calif., developed the 
relatively “stupid” gadget to do 
the drudgery in highly mecha- 
nized industries. It can tell 
when a can of beer hasn't been 
filled full enough, when a batch 
of chemicals is too hot or, when 


too much yeast or sugar has 
been dumped into a prepared 
cake mix. 


It also can sound an alarm, 
stop a machine or write out a 
teletype message to human 
workers far away when a flaw 
is found in a stove or some 
other household appliance roll- 
ing past on the assembly line. 

Giannini said yesterday 
“dopie” is a lot smarter than 
most humans, but pretty dumb 
when compared with huge com- 
puters that fill whole rooms. 


The whole theory in the 
development of computers has 
been to make them more and 
more complex, he said. The 
more complex they are, the 
more “neurotic” they become, 
often refusing to work more 
than one day in 14, he said. 

“We created a machine with 


just enough intelligence for 
batching, weighing and tempera- 
ture control, just bright enough 
to do the job.” he said. “We 
are sending a boy out to do a 
boy’s job. 

“All previous computers have 
been too intelligent for the de- 
mands of industrial process con- 
trol. We wanted a guy who 
would be stable in a humble 
job and not a Phi Beta Kappa 
doing routiné work.”

Wide Base of Support. 

The-orchestra also broadcasts 
its weekend pair of concerts over 
a FM radio station. So all in 
all the Boston Orchestra comes 
as close as possible to satu- 
rating the community. No more, 
in fact, could be undertaken 
without risk of impairing the 
artistic quality of the concerts. 
As a result of these extensive 
services, the orchestra has a 
wider base of actual and poten- 
tial support and of effective good 
will than any other can claim.

I, too, have heard McCarthy or 
some of his supporters get away 
with this line, but I assure you it 
isn't because innocent people haven't 
been harmed by his methods. 

Not only did he insinuate Gen. 
Marshall was a traitor but he asked 
“in all gravity, whether a man so 
steeped in falsehood, who has re- 
course to lie whenever it suits his 
convenience, is fit to hold so exalted 
a place, a place where he must be a 
model to the officers and men and 
women of our armed services?” 

During the speech McCarthy went 
so far as to implicate Gen. Ejisen- 
hower himself as a partner to the 
“conspiracy.” He described certain 
differences over strategy in which 
Stalin and Marshall sided against

Not a Word Was Said 


Senator Herbert H. Lehman of New York 
has called attention to a significant omission in 
President Eisenhower's State of the Union mes- 
sage, The President said absolutely nothing 
about revising the McCarran Immigration Act. 

This surprised a number of members of Con- 
gress because Mr. Eisenhower, in his election 
campaign, spoke strongly against the new im- 
migration law. Moreover, in his first State of 
the Union message, on Feb. 2, 1953, the Presi- 
dent said: 


Existing legislation contains injustices. 
It does, in fact, discriminate . .. I am there- 
fore requesting the Congress to review this 
legislation and to enact a statute that will 
at one. and the same time guard our legiti- 
mate national interests and be faithful to 
our basic ideas of freedom and fairness 
to all. 


The first session of this Congress did not 
carry out the President's request. It did not 
review the immigration law, which had already 
been reviewed and criticized by a commission 
named by former President Truman. Nor did 
Congress attempt to enact a new statute. 

Then why did the President, having asked 
for changes in immigration policy in his first 
message to Congress, drop the issue a year later 
though no changes had been made? 

Some Congressmen charge flatly that the 
Republican leadership made a deal with Sen- 
ator McCarran, author of the immigration law. 
The deal,‘they say, was to drop the revision 
issue if a special bill to admit 214,000 refu- 
gees were allowed to pass. Both Republican 
leaders and Senator McCarran deny there was 
such a deal. 

The facts are that the special refugee bill 
did pass,.but McCarran voted against it. If there 
had been any bargain with him, the Administra- 
tion would not need to keep it now. 

The McCarran Immigration Act remains just 
as unfair, and just as much a false criterion. for 
world judgment against us, as it was when 
President Eisenhower first attacked the law. 
Moreover, Senator Lehman has offered a sub- 
stitute with vast improvements. 

Primarily. the Lehman bill ould abolish the 
unrealistic theory that future immigration 
quotas should be based on the national origins 
of our present population. His bill would create 
quotas based on real necds—the needs of other 
peoples for asylum, and the needs of this coun- 
try for immigrants with specigl skills and 
backgrounds. 

The Lehman bill is an honest attempt to write 
an immigration code which would “guard our 
national interests and be faithful to our basic 
ideas of freedom and fairness.” That state- 
ment ought to be as much a part of the Ad- 
ministration program today as it was last year. 
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Earning Monev on State Funds 

Walter T. Margetts Jr.; a Wall Street lawyer 
turned State Treasurer of New Jersey, has set 
an example for Missouri and many other states. 
By carefully investing funds in compliance with 
state law, he has earned money for New Jersey 
and its taxpayers. 

New Jersey's state bank accounts used to earn 
next to no interest for the state. Margetts took 
two thirds of the state operating funds and in- 
vested them in short-erm bonds and Treasury 
bills. He then»spread. the balarice among a num- 
ber of banks to help increase interest returns. 

In addition, Treasurer Margetts has found a 
way to earn money -on money received from 
state bond issues for capital improvements. The 
state pays low interest on its bonds, so Margetts 
reinvested some of these funds in short term 
bonds that earn more than the state is paying. 
By this kind of management Margetts has earned 
about $6,000,000 for his state in three years. 

Contrast this with the situation in Missouri. 
This state deposits more than $100,000,000 a 
year in banks, The banks are believed to earn 
at least a million a year on the public funds. 
But the state earns next to nothing on its money. 

In times past the state funds were divided 
among a few banks and were considered a po- 
litical plum. Nowadays Missouri’; money is 
spread among seme 120 banks, which is a con- 
siderable reform. Unlike New Jersey, however, 
Missouri is still passing up a profit on its funds. 

The trouble in this state is that both law and 
traditiOnal procedure make it difficult to treat 
State money as any kind of investment. But the 
Legislature ought to study this situation and 
search for improvements. New Jersey's example 
would be a good place to start. 
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Senator McCarthy vs. Harvard 

Senator Joseph McCarthy is having a hard 
time trying to turn Harvard crimson into Mos- 
cow red. And he is having an even harder time 
trying to brow-beat Harvard’s president, Nathan 
M. Pusey, into discharging two faculty members 
who have been drawn into his investigative web. 

For Dr. Pusey’s independence and courage all 
may be grateful. It would be an enormous trage- 
dy for American freedom if the administrators 
of what is perhaps the most distinguished uni- 
versity in the world were to lop off heads at a 
yap from a Washington subcommittee chamber. 

Having failed especially to achieve dismissal 
of Wendell H. Furry, associate professor of phys- 
ics, McCarthy is recommending contempt of 
Congress citations against him and Leon J. Ka- 
min, a teaching fellow, saying that “this may be 
another way of getting rid of some of Mr. Pu- 
sey'’s Fifth Amendment Communists.” 

Actually, Furry and Kamin did not invoke the 
Fifth Amendment before McCarthy although 
they did so earlier before the Velde and Jenner 
committees respectively. When called by Mc- 
Carthy, they waived the immunity from self- 
incrimination, simply refusing to answer certain 
questions about other people, 

Saying that these individuals had been “de- 
voted to the war effort and were loyal,” Prof. 
Furry added: “If I were called before a 
grand jury investigating crimes against the 
United States such as espionage or sabotage— 
not just political crimes or crimes of opinion— 
I would give the names.” The distinction be- 
tween a grand jury and a one-man congressional 
subcommittee is worth pondering. 

These cases are not new to Harvard. Prof. 
Furry told the Harvard Corporation he had been 
a Communist from 1938 to 1947. He also ad- 
mitted giving misleading information to a fed- 
eral investigator about 10 years ago. Consider- 
ing this but also that “Dr. Furry’s teaching is of 
high quality, and has reflected no Communist 
slant, nor -has' he ever engaged in recruiting 
students for the Communist party or in at- 
tempting to influence their political thinking,” 
the Harvard Corporation placed him. on proba- 
tion for three years. It found that “Mr. Kamin 
has hot been guilty of grave misconduct” and 
took no action against him, 3 

Such were the considered findings of a 300- 
year-old university which educated some of the 
most outstanding of the Founding Fathers, a uni- 
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versity whose motto is “Truth,” and which is 
not without pride in past and present. Let Sena- 
tor McCarthy—or preferably a judge and jury— 
find more than Harvard could find and the ver- 
dict will be accepted. Meanwhile our first uni- 
versity judges by the old standards rather than 
by the new hysterics. For this, due honor to 
Harvard. 
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From Five Patriotic Diplomats 


It fs relevant to inquire whether we are 
not laying the foundations for a foreign 
service competent to serve a totalitarian 
government rather than the government of 
the United States as we have heretofore 
known it. 


This startling statement about the United 
‘States foreign service is not released by some 
organization on the Attorney General's list of 
subversive groups. It comes from five well- 
known American career diplomats. And it ap- 
pears in one of the most respectable of places 
in all the country—the editorial page of The 
New York Times which strongly supported 
Dwight D, Eisenhower in his campaign for the 
presidency. 

The five diplomats—Norman Armour, Robert 
Woods Bliss, Joseph C. Grew, William Phillips 
and G. Howland Shaw—point out that “the 
President, the Secretary of State and others en- 
gaged in formulating our foreign policy must 
rely (on our diplomats) for accurate informa- 
tion concerning persons and events abroad.” 
When these diplomats are the subjects of 
“repeated flimsy attacks” with “sinister results,” 
not only does the foreign service: suffer. The 
President and the Secretary of State are de- 
prived of help and guidance which they urgently 
need and for which the American people pay 
out tax dollars. 

Whatever else the White House may read this 
week, the letter to The New York Times, and 
through it to the entire country, from the five 
courageous diplomats, ought to be at the very 
top of the list. And if the President has time 
for more reading in this same field, he would 
do well to add the address of Henry Ford II in 
accepting the Poor Richard Club’s 1954 award 
in Philadelphia. For the automobile manufac- 
turer, while crediting the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration with efforts to provide a “positive for- 
eign policy,” said this is “being hampered by 
a- powerful and grimly negative group in Ameri- 
can politics.” 

Surely after a year in the presidency, Mr. 
Eisenhower knows which Republicans Mr. Ford 
is talking about. 
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A Notable Appearance 

All who saw or heard Senator Paul H. Doug- 
las on “Meet the Press” Sunday must have been 
impressed at the quality of his response to the 
sharp questions from the panel of interrogators. 
Not only did the Illinois Senator answer almost 
every query immediately and directly. As he 
did so, he provided capsules of information 
which showed how he has informed himself on 
the issues of our times. 

Senator Douglas’s appearance was notable on 
a television and radio program which has pre- 
sented virtually every outstanding political and 
public figure. Not least impressive was his 
frank admission that he was wrong when, in 
the interests of economy, he voted for the Air 
Force cut last year in the belief that no combat 
planes.would.be canceled.

Senate for five critical years. 
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Where More Pay Is Due 


It is about as safe a bet as you can get that 
members of the House of Representatives—all 
of whom must run for re-election in the fall— 
will not vote themselves the proposed $12,500 
pay increase. Even the Senators—only one-third 
of whom must submit to the ordeal of the ballots 
—are likely to reduce the recommended figure. 

Some increase in congressional pay can be jus- 
tified because of high expenses, and to keep 
membership in the national legislature reason- 
ably attractive. How much present salaries can 
be raised without insuring that the new pay will 
go to successors rather than to themselves will 
have to be weighed on the delicate scales of the 
politicians’ sensitivity to public sentiment. 

It is to be hoped, however, that this reluctance 
will not be extended to the proposed increases 


in the salaries of the federal. judiciary. It is ~ 


reasonable, for example, that the Supreme Court 
Justices should get $39,500 a year—with an extra 
$500 for the Chief Justice—and that there should 
be relatively comparable increases for the judges 
of the lower courts, 

This is not merely a matter of avoiding too 
great a disparity between judicial incomes and 
those of the lawyers who argue in the courts, 
but also an acknowledgement of the heavy work 
load carried by almost all federal judges—a fact 
not too well known to most of us. 


So we leave Congressmen to their own con- 


sciences, but we hope that they will not apply 
the same pre-election measuring-rod to the 
judges.

Good Work in Journalism 

The American public has been told a good 
deal by an organization known as Facts Forum, 
but has been told relatively little about that 
somewhat mysterious agency. Today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion contains a summary of findings 
about Facts Forum by the Providence Bulletin 
and Journal and their reporter, Ben H. Bagdikian, 

Behind Facts Forum is a self-effacing Texas 
oil multi-millionaire named Haroldson L. Hunt. 
He was born on a farm near Vandalia, Ill., and 
possibly from sentiment established a Facts 
Forum office there. Though St. Louis generally 
has not heard too much from Facts Forum, 
other parts of the nation have heard a good deal. 

Some 315 radio stations have carried Facts 
Forum. programs; some 1800 newspapers receive 
its “public opinion poll.” Facts Forum is a tax- 
exempt institution. Yet Reporter Bagdikian dis- 
covered that Facts Forum was not exactly the 
thoroughly nonpartisan, purely educational or 
even factual institution which it claimed to be. 

The fact ‘of Facts Forum is that much of its 
work is politically loaded, despite the impartial 
name. The Providence newspapers, which are a 
long way from Texas, showed fine journalistic 
initiative in digging up that fact.

Providence reporter found Facts Forum was hardly the “non- 
partisan” foundation it claimed to be; supported by wealthy 
oil man, it deals in reactionary politics, shows fondness for 
Senator McCarthy; yet it has amazing access to radio and press.

In the Washington bureau of the 
Providence morning Journal (circula- 
tion 45.767) and evening Bulletin 
(145.255), Bureau Chief Frederic W. 
Collins got a routine offer. He was 
invited to appear (for $125) on a TV 
interview show put on by Facts Forum, 
a nonprofit, “nonpartisan, nonpolitical 
educational organization.” 

Newsman Collins made a quick check 
on Facts Forum, turned down the offer 
and wrote a story 
suggesting that 
Facts Forum is 
“not all it appeared 
to be.” 

The Journal-Bul- 
letin did not let 
the matter drop; 
they assigned Re- 
porter Ben H, Bag- 
dikian, 33, to atwo- 
month investiga- 
tion of Facts Fo- 
rum..In a page-one, 
eight-part series, 
Reporter Bagdikian 
showed that Facts 
Forum is less a 
nonpartisan edwcational foundation 
than one of the biggest private polit- 
ical-propaganda machines in the U‘S. 


The mystery man behind Facts Fo- 
rum: Dallas’ H. L. Hunt, 64, who “may

be the richest man in America,” with - 
an income from oil, natural gas and - 


farmland estimated to be more than 
$200,000 a day. (Editor’s note: Hunt 
was born near Vandalia, Ll., where 
Facts Forum has a regional office.) 


Facts on Taxes and Free Time 


Oilman Hunt is so shy of publicity 
that he is rarely photographed and his 
name does not even appear in “Who's 
Who.” He refused to see Reporter Bag- 
dikian, but he did talk to him over the 
phone and answer some questions. 


As a “nonprofit national educational 
organization,” Hunt’s Facts Forum is 
tax exempt, and Hunt’s contributions 
are deductible from his personal in- 
come tax. Furthermore, Facts Forum's 
radio-[T[V programs run as a “public 
service,” and thus get more than 
$1,000,000 a year in free time. 


In less than three years, reported © 


the Journal-Bulletin, Hunt has built 
Facts Forum into an organization with 
125,000 “participants,” whose programs 
include: 

1. A half-hour weekly radio-TV show, 
“Answers for Americans” (used on 22 
TV stations and available to 360 radio 
stations). 

2. Two nationwide weekly radio 
broadcasts, “‘State of the Nation” (avail- 
able to 315 stations) and Facts Forum's 
basic “both sides” programs (222 sta- 
tions). . 

3. A’ half-hour show TV-filmed in 
Washington (58 TV stations). 


Hunt's Political Megaphone 


In addition, Facts Forum's “public-. 


opinion” polls go to 1800 U.S. newspa- 
pers, 500 radio and TV stations and 
every member of Congress, while its 
monthly Facts Forum News goes to a 
mailing list of 60,000. 

But the Journal-Bulletin found that 
Facts Forum is hardly nonpartisan. It 
is used as a political megaphone for 
Oilman Hunt, who “feels that the Dem- 
ocratic party, except for the Dixiecrat 
movement, is the instrument of social- 
ism and Communism in this country, 
and that the Republican party as pres- 
ently constituted displays dangerously 
radical tendencies.” 


The “both sides” programs, which are . 


supposed to present .impartially dif- 
ferent views on public issues, some- 
times do just that. But often, wrote 
Bagdikian, they are heavily weighted 
towards Facts Forum’s own point of 
view, which is compounded of “isola- 


tionism, ultraconservatism and McCar- 
thyism.” 

In Facts Forum’s view, any Govern- 
ment planning at all is “collectivism 

. . responsible for all of the first-rate 
achievements of Communism in the 
U.S.” Critics of Facts ‘Forum's views 
are often charged with “subversion, be- 
trayal and treason.” 

Although Hunt denies any direct con- 
nection with Senator Joe McCarthy, 
the Journal-Bulletin found that, more 
often than not, “half (Facts Forum's) 
basic program , . . is devoted to (his) 
political philosophy,” plugging his 
speeches or putting on speakers who 
describe McCarthy in such terms as 
“alongside of Paul Revere.” 


Program Moderator Now on FCC 


Senator McCarthy’s new wife, the 
former Jean Kerr, who has been his 
research assistant, helped set up a na- 
tional Facts Forum TV program, along 
with Robert E. Lee. Three months ago, 
Lee, who is a close friend of McCar- 
thy’s, was appointed by President Eis- 
enhower to the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. 

Although his appointment has not yet 
been confirmed by the Senate,-one of 
Lee’s first official acts was to vote in 
favor of granting Hunt a TV franchise 
in Corpus Christi, Texas. 


Facts Forum’s “public opinion polls” 
are no less partial than its air pro- 
grams, reported the Journal-Bulletin. 
Although they are sent out to newspa- 
pers and radio stations as samples of 
U.S. public opinion, they are largely 
postcard polls of Facts Forum's own 
“participants.” Sample “yes or no” ques- 
ion: “Are the pink segments of the 
press losing their power?’ 


For members who are uncertain of 
answers to “loyalty questions,” Facts 
Forum recommends the word of such 
authorities as the Rev. Dr. Carl McIn- 
tire, president of the fundamentalist 
International Council of Christian 
Churches, who has accused the National 
Council of Churches, which embraces 
Protestant denominations, of pro-Com- 
munism. He has also called the Roman 
Catholic church “a spy system .. . 
committed to a foreign power.” 


Disseminates Fear, Suspicion 


Facts Forum has used its platform 
as well as its own “free circulating 
library,” reported Bagdikian, for 
“known race-hate agitators.” One of 
the original library books, withdrawn 


- after protests, was “We Must Abolish 


the United States,” by Joseph Kamp 
(“I pull no punches in exposing the 
Jewish Gestapo or any Jew who hap- 
pens to be a Jew’). Kamp was jailed 
for contempt of Congress after refusing 
to reveal the backers of his Constitu- 


tional Educational League. 


In Manhattan, where a Forum unit 
was formed, the first meeting was ad- 
dressed by Allen Zoll, whose American 
Patriots, Inc., was listed by the At- 
torney General as “Fascist.” 

Concluded Bagdikian: “(The) net 
effect (of Facts Forum) is to dissemi- 
nate fear, suspicion and divisive propa- 
ganda... The results of this, if carried 
into the entire field of mass communi- 
cations, could be to increase the pres- 
sures dividing segments of American 
society, to increase group hatreds and 
implant suspicions which did not exist.”

Between Book Ends 


Search for Life’s Meaning 


THE GREEK PASSION, by Nikos Kezantrakis (Simon 
and Schuster, 432 pgs., $4.) 

“How long, O Lord? Are you not 
good? Are you not just? I don’t under- 
stand... .” And this eternal cry of man 
made up of his futile desire to under- 
stand the meaning of life, his failure, 
and his idomitable courage 
theme of another great novel by Nikos 
Kazantzakis. 

In Lycovrissi, a Greek village domi- 
nated by Turks, lives Grigoris, a shrewd, 
powerful priest, “given to rages and 
gluttony.”” One day he gathers together 
the elders and selects from among the 
villagers a Christ and his followers for 
the Passion. Manolios, a strong and 
humble shepherd boy, is chosen for the 
Christ, 

Soon after the selections are made, 
the exhausted survivors of a sacked 
village wander into Lycovrissi demand- 
ing asylum. Priest Fotis, the leader of 
the starving ones, is a great souled 
man, the firm rock to which the wan- 
derers turn. Grigoris, seeking only to 
bend God to his 
will, and Fotis, act- 
ing with the mag- 
nificent strength 
that comes from 
abiding faith, meet 
in the square. When 
Grigoris wrathful- 
ly refuses to allow 
the wanderers to 
stay in the village, 
they seek refuge on 
the rocky moun- 
tains. 

However, with 
them go the hearts 
of the newly cho- 
sen holy ones. As 
the days go by, the lives these men had 
known gradually disappear, and they 
begin to live their roles in the Passion 
which is to come. 

Manolios turns away from worldly 
things after frightful struggles with 
temptations, and, in trying to seek the 
true spirit of his Lord, becomes a saint 
in the hearts of his friends. Yannakos, 
a merchant peddler, forgets his petty 
thievery in his role of the Apostle 
Peter. Michelos, born to wealth, is the 
Apostle John, bewildered by treachery 
and deeply sensitive. The widow, Ka- 
terina, beautiful, husky-voiced, gener- 
ous, the Mary Magdalen, is willing to 
sacrifice her life for her new faith. 
Panayotaros, the Judas, a wild, undisci- 
plined man, finally fulfills his destiny. 
In the midst of the struggle sits Agha 
the Turk, cruel, sensuous, perverse, fat- 
tening in oriental splendor. 

The grandeur of the novel lies in its 
immense resources of character analy- 
sis. Though told on a vast scale, the 
secret recesses in the heart of each man 
and woman are unfolded with great 
warmth and intensity, and yet tenderly 
as befits such a subject. As Priest Fotis 
acting with magnificent strength and 
wisdom, Manolios the saint, and all 
those who march with faith toward the 
great goal of love of all men find their 
way blocked by the selfish and avari- 
cious, and as each man follows his 
secret bent for good or evil toward the 
devastating climax—the great Passion—~ 
man’s lonely cry, “I don’t under- 
stand... ” is heard.

Kramer Doubts 
Net Rule Change 
Will Help U.S. 


eee 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Jan. 18 (UP) 
—Jack Kramer today reviewed 
the newly-relaxed rules for ama- 
teur tennis players and refused 
to believe they will help this 
nation regain the Davis Cup. 

“The interest In tennis among 
youngsters certainly must be 
increased,” said the former na- 
tional champion and Davis Cup 
star, “but I don’t think jobs 
with sporting goods companies 
and permission to teach the 
game is the answer.” 

“Probably the only answe? is 
Australia’s organized program 
for prospective Davis Cuppers,” 
he added. 

Kramer was asked for his 
views on the rule changes dur- 
ing a stop-over on his profes- 
sional tour. He has shown 
marked concern over the lack 
of amateur tennis talent in the 
nation and only recently volun- 
teered to aid in the develop- 
ment of young players. 

Regarding the rule that now 
allows amateurs to become as- 
sociated with sporting goods 
firms, Kramer said he doubted 
if enough promising young play- 
ers would be interested in such 
jobs to provide any more in- 
centive than now exists. 

“Besides, I don’t think the 
tennis association consulted the 
sporting goods people about the 
effects of such a ruling,” he as- 
serted. ““Maybe they don’t want 
to hire enough good amateurs 
to make any difference.” 

Kramer conceded that the cal- 
iber of instruction at tennis 
clubs may improve now that 
amateurs will be allowed to 
teach. However, he pointed out 
that this rule alone will not nec- 
essarily produce top-ranking 
players. 

Asked if the new footfault 
rule, allowing the right foot to 
be swung over the line would 
affect the service of any of the 
leading players, Kramer smiled 
and said, “I think I’ve been 
doing that for years.”

Urges County to 


Advisory Board 
Vote Bond Issue 


Program Called Means of Developing Safer 
and More Healthful Living for 
~ Community. 


St. Louis county voters were 
urged to approve the proposed 
$44,732,500 public improvement 
bond issue as a means toward 


“development of safer and more 
healthful living in our commu- 
nity,” in a resolution by the 
county’s Advisory Board of 
Health and Hospitals, made 
public yesterday. 

Dr. Robert E. Shank, profes- 
sor of preventive medicine in 
the Washington University 
School of Medicine and advisory 
board cHairman, said the board 
considered the bond proposal, 
together with the metropolitan 
sewer district plan, both to be 
voted on Feb. 9, as “of vital im- 
portance to the health and wel- 
fare of the citizens of the 
county.” 


In its resolution the board 
said construction of improved 
highways and of a county-owned 
and operated park system, pro- 
vided under the proposed bond 
issue,” would present opportu- 
nities for more healthful living 
through improved recreational 
facilities. 


Refuse Disposal Problem. 


“The extension of sanitary 
controls by means of additional 
sanitary land-fills would provide 
an economical solution of the 
problem of refuse disposal, 


“The additional funds made 
available under Proposition 2 
for extension of health and wel- 
fare facilities would be utilized 
for much-needed. new buildings. 
No important new addition has 
been made to these buildings 
in the recent past, although the 
population of the county has 
nearly doubled in the last 12 
years. 

“For these reasons and for 
others which must be readily 
apparent, the board strongly 

urges the electorate to seize 
tif; opportunity to build a bet- 
ter, more beautiful, safer and 
more healthful community in 
which to live and work.” 

Six bond propositions will be 
submitted at the special election, 
each requiring a two-thirds ma- 
jority for approval. They are: 
Expressways and highways, $32,- 
124,000; health and welfare, $3,- 
458,000; governmental buildings, 
$3,000,000; voting machines, 
$650,000; land for sanitary land- 
fills, $1,000,000, and parks, $4,- 
500,000.

COMMONSSENSE solution fs needed when 
A: group of friends, a society or community 
is faced by a difficult problem. 

The problem is presented at meetings and 
other places where people gather together.

Mencken, the “sage of Balti- 
more,” had _ reservations, of 
course. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
is merely a “better than aver- 
age” President. He is doing 
well “for a general.” The most 
that can be said is that Mencken 
does not dislike him. 

Coming from the scofflaw who 
steadily denounced both Roose- 
velts, Taft, Wilson, Harding, 
Coolidge, Hoover and Truman, 
it suggests a mellowing of age. 

His other current judgments 
support this idea. He has a 
good word for Harry Truman 
now. 

Once during the talk he tossed 
off an old-time Mencken broad- 
side. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
he said, is “a dreadful fraud 
who seems to be fading satisfac- 
torily.” 

This sounds like Mencken the 
critic, the author, the newspa- 
per reporter, the word collector, 
when he was robust.

Certain types of leather have 
long proved their ruggedness in 
other uses, and the new floor 
tiles are made of pigskin, which 
is well known for friction-re- 
Sistance. Just to make gure, 
the manufacturer treats the 
leather with four finishes, the 
last one lacquer, with a result- 
ing surface that can be cleaned 
and waxed in the usual ways. 

The leather tiles go down with 
a special adhesive over wood or 
cement and their flexibility 
makes it easy to fit the floor. 
They can also be applied to 
plaster and wallboard and de- 
signer Everett Brown suggests 
them for walls, screens and fur- 
niture application as well as for 
the type of floor sketched.

Notes on Putting Out Fires. 


F YOU are old enough you 

| can probably remember when 

all one needed to put out a 
fire was some old-fashioned 
water. Now, of course, water 
can only be used on certain 
kinds of fires and as you are 
apt to run across the other non- 
water type fires in your home, 
we thought we'd tell you just 
what you will need. 

When some grease in the 
kitchen catches fire or some oil 
begins to burn you'll need some 
carbon-dioxide gas to put things 
out. Dry chemicals are also okay 
and so is a ‘vaporizing liquid 
type extinguisher. 

Don’t use water on grease and 
oil fires and that includes soda 
and acid type extinguishers. 
Trouble with water on a grease 
or oil fire is that the water just 
spreads things around and 
makes matters worse. 


Electrical fires are tough to 
deal with because if you use 
any liquid that conducts elec- 
tricity it may conduct the elec- 
tricity right into you, which is 
the one place where you don’t 
want it. You can usé dry chem- 
icals or carbon-dioxide vapor- 
izing liquid on this type fire but 
the foam type is out. 


Any ffre that is content to’ 


burn away on wood, papers or 
trash can be put out with old- 
fashioned water, but you want 
to be sure that you have 
enough water to do the job. The 
extinguishers used on grease, 
oil and electrical fires can alsé 
be used, but as they come in 
relatively small containers for 
use at home they are best used 
on small fires. 


Raisin Sauce. 


Ingredients: Three-fourths cup 
raisins, one cup water, four or 
five whole cloves, three-fourths 
cup brown sugar, two teaspoons 
cornstarch, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, pepper, one tablespoon but- 
ter, one tablespoon lemon juice 
or vinegar. 

Combine raisins, water and 
cloves. Simmer over low heat 
five minutes. Mix sugar, corn- 
starch and seasoning. Stir into 
hot mixture and cook until sauce 
is slightly thickened. Flavor with 
butter, and lemon juice or vine- 
gar. Yield: two cups.

Medical Advances 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HE astonishing advances in medical science in the past 

50 years are really brought home if you read a medical 

journal of 50 years ago. The other day I had occasion 
to consult the Philadelphia Medical Journal for 1903. 

For January, 1903, it says, “The Marine Hospital Re- 
ports state that there have occurred in Pennsylvania during 
the past six months 1652 cases of smallpox with 170 deaths 
compared with 1614 cases of smallpox and 76 deaths during 
the same period last year” 

This seemed to be the usual thing in 1903 with so 
many people still ignoring vaccination. Now, with almost 
everyone vaccinated, a single case of smallpox arouses con- 
siderable comment in the United States. 


BS 

OTHER INFECTIOUS DISEASES were equally preva- 
lent 50 years ago. For instance the Lowell (Mass.) Board of 
Health reported 654 cases of diphtheria in the year 1902. 
They felt very happy at having: only 83 cases of typhoid 
fever with 16 deaths in 1902. Now 50 years later, even 
one case of typhoid fever disgraces a community, indicating 
sanitary neglect. And, with almost everyone immunized 
against diphtheria it is hard to find even a single case to 
show medical students now. 

There were no glandular or hormone products active 
against disease except thyroid extract in 1903. Most of 
these are very modern indeed, insulin dating back to 1923 
and almost all the others much newer. 

In the 1903 medical journal, powdered cuttle-fish bone 
was recommended for the treatment of chronic diarrhea 
and dysentery. There were no such specific intestinal 
germ-killers as the sulfa drugs and antibiotics. Even so, 
powdered cuttle-fish bone smacks more of the Middle Ages 
than of the early twentieth century. 

x * * 

FOR THAT MATTER, we think blood-letting a medi- 
eval practice. “However, in 1903, the Philadelphia Medical 
Journal has this abstract, ““‘H. Marais advocates blood-letting 
as a means of relieving the persistent headaches which are 
sometimes observed in middle-aged patients who are not 
benefited by the usual remedies, He refers to a case of 
continual headache that had resisted all the customary 
treatment which was relieved by copious bleeding, the 
patient remaining free from pain for two years.” 

It seems to me that stich treatment would scare almost 
anyone into not admitting headache for a considerable time. 
But Dr. Marais wasn’t the only physician 50 years ago who 
advised blood-letting.

AN ARTICLE on pneumonia in the Feb. 14, 1903, 
Philadelphia Medical Journal gives the death rate in lobar 
pneumonia as 19.4 per cent among males and 16.7 among 
females. This pneumococcic germ-caused lobar pneumonia 
is now considered nearly completely curable with modern 
antibiotics. 

This is a great difference over 50 years ago. Then 
they treated only the symptoms, relieving the pain, trying 
to diminish the high fever by ice bags and various drugs 
as well as sedatives for delirium and cough mixtures for 


the cough. Of the treatments used then, only digitalis for - 


the failing heart and oxygen inhalations are still used. 
Nowadays the pneumonia is usually cured before the heart 
is strained enough to need medicine. 

And, for some reason, lobar pneumonia in 1954 is rela- 
tively uncommon. These days the usual form is broncho- 
pneumonia or a seemingly virus-caused pneumonia. It is a 
much milder disease than the old lobar pneumonia with 
its crisis.

Library Classes for Pre-Schoolers 


Kirkwood Story Hour, Designed to Interest Children in Books, Makes a Hit With Parents, Too

HE librarians and members 
T of the board of the Kirkwood 
Public Library looked around 
last summer and decided they 
were doing a pretty good job for 
their community, From students 
to shut-ins, they felt they were 
taking care of many age groups 
and many types of requirements. 
Then a young mother sug- 
gested that they branch out to 
take care of a new group, the 
three- and four-year-old chil- 
dren. The library already had 
a story hour for vacationing 
youngsters taught by a vacation- 
ing teacher. 
hour for pre-school children? 

Library officials began to look 
around for someone to conduct 
such a program and sighted Ger- 
trude E. Maull. Miss Maull, a 
veteran in child guidance, had 
just closed her Playhduse In 
The Oaks, for 25 years a nursery 
school for young Kirkwoodians, 
and had planned on retiring and 
devoting her time to promoting 
legislation to aid exceptional 
children. By September she had 
come out of retirement to start 
the Pre-School Child -Parent 
hour. By October she was con- 
ducting two one-hour classes. 

“The response was so much 
greater than we expected it 
would be that we had to divide 
the group into two,” Mrs. Mau- 
rene Guire, acting librarian, 
says. “Out of it, we think we've 
developed something not only 
unique in this area but unique 
for libraries anywhere.” 

The program is now held on 
Wednesday mornings, 9 to 10 
and 10:30 to 11:30 in the chil- 
dren’s room in the basement of 
the library building, Jefferson 
and Taylor avenues. The aver- 
age attendance is 80 children 
and 60 parents. Even on the 
cold morning we visited the li- 
brary there were children from 
as far away as Fenton and Bald- 
win as well as the surrounding 
suburbs. ° 

Membership in the Kirkwood 
library is not necessary in order 
to attend and the classes are 
open to Negro as well as white 
children. The only requirements 
are that children be in the 3 to 
4 age group and that a parent 
accompany them. 

“We don’t want to give the 
impression that this is a baby- 
sitting activity,” Mrs. Guire em- 
phasized. “It’s a parent-training 
program, too, and we've had fa- 
thers as well as mothers attend.” 

Primarily the program is de- 
signed to interest the children 
in books and allied interests, 
while the mothers sit in the 
background looking on and ad- 
miring Miss Maull’s technique. 

“Such patience” one of them 
sighed. “It’s so hard to manage 
3-and-4-year olds and she does it 
so beautifully.” 

Usually the mothers get into 
the act, too, since a simple story 
of how the cow goes to sleep is 
likely to lead to almost anything. 
At one recent meeting, for in- 
stance, a little boy broke in to 
ask a completely unrelated ques- 
tion. The question: “Where was 
I before I came to live with 
mother and daddy?” 

“I told him I would bring 
some books the following week 
that the mothers could take 
home and show the children,” 
said Miss Maull, who is accus- 
tomed to meeting such queries 
without batting an eye. 

True to her word, at the fol- 
lowing lesson, Miss Maull 
brought “Growing Up,” 
de Schweintz, “Your Own Story,” 
“Being Born,” “A Baby Is 


Born,” and “The New Baby,” the 


latter designed to pave the way 
for acceftance by the other chil- 
dren in the family. These were 
passed around by the mothers 
and discussed by them (the chil- 
dren were back on the cows by 
this time, and taken home not 
only for the benefit of the chil- 
dren. One mother-to-be had been 
having a discussion with her 
husband as to how much a small 
child should be told of the ex- 
pected event and she took the 
book along to reinforce her ar- 
guments. 

“Our program for the group 
grows while we're together,” 
Miss Maull explains. “We don't 
plan what we’ll discuss; it’s spon- 
taneous activity.” 

The morning we sat in on the 
class had a wide variety of ac- 
tivities and displayed Miss 
Maull’s talents at keeping the 
perpetual motion  pre-schooler 
interested and enthralled. They 
began with some talks in uni- 
son to “the animals,” such as, 
“Oh, cow, oh, cow, what use are 
you? I give you good milk, 
that’s what I do.” Most of the 
children subsided, happy to con- 
form to the group talk, but one 
little girl, apparently a product 
of the television age, was un- 
happy with her place at the 
back of the group.

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Many Uses 
Are Found 
For Raisins) 
By Edith M. Barber 


ROBABLY none of you are 
Prois enough: to remember 

when raisins were sold only 
in bulk. 

They were seeded, and there- 
fore sticky. Fifty pounds or so 
stayed on the grocer’s counter 
until they were sold. The only 
seedless product was the im- 
ported Sultana, and that was not 
always available. : 

Now we buy. whichever type 
we prefer, neatly packaged in 
dustproof cartons of household 
size. Most of us keep a few on 
the pantry shelf, all ready for 
one of the many uses we find 
for this inexpensive and flavor- 
ful dried fruit. 

Perhaps they will go into 
cookies more often than any- 
thing else, but we like them in 
certain pies and in cakes. Men 
seem to be particularly fond of 
raisin cake. One of them, who 
likes to try his hand in the 
kitchen, has asked for a recipe 
with a cake-mix base. 

Occasionally we use raisins for 
other purposes than in desserts. 
A raisin sauce is particularly 
appropriate when served with 
ham or tongue. The meat and 
raisin flavors supply an interest- 
ing contrast. 

We often add them to stuffing 
for duck or game. (We are most 
likely to use the small, seedless 
raisins for these purposes.) 

Cinnamon Raisin Cake. 

One package white cake mix, 
one-half teaspoon cinnamon, one 
cup seedless raisins, coarsely 
ground, one cup water, two egg 
whites, unbeaten. 

Empty contents of package 
into large bowl, Add cinnamon, 
raisins and one-half cup of the 
water. Blend and beat two min- 
utes at medium speed of electric 
mixer, or 300 vigorous strokes 
by hand. (Scrape bow] and beat- 
ers, or spoon, often.) Add egg 


whites, blend and beat one min- ° 


ute on mixer, or 150 strokes by 
hand. Add remaining one-half 
cup water gradually and beat 
one minute longer on mixer, or 
150 strokes by hand. Pour into 
two paper-lined -ight-inch layer 
pans. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) about 30 min- 
utes. Cool and spread with frost- 
ing between layers and over top 
and sides of cake.
